Every nation has its own particular 
method of identifying its dead in war- 
time, Each English soldier has a small 


(known officially as Army 
which is stitched inside 
the tunic. On it are entered particu- 
lars of the man’s name and regiment, 
next of kin, etc. Besides this, Tit-Bits 
says, every article of thé man’s cloth- 
ting is stamped with a number which 
corresponds to one written opposite his 
name in the regimental records, as well 
as the county depot of his battalion, 

Great Britain's method is a little 
more elaborate than that of Germany, 
whose soldiers carry a metal disk bear- 
ing a number which corresponds with 
a number at the Berlin war office. Aft- 
er a battle numbers, not names, are 
telegraphed and verified. And the ef- 
fectiveness of this system may be 
judged by the fact that after the fight- 
ing around Metz in 1870, when the cas- 
ualties exceeded 40,000, complete lists 
were posted in the capital two days 
later, 

The Japanese system is very similar, 
Each man has three disks—one around 
his neck, another on his waist belt and 
a third in his boot—on each of which 
are three numbers corresponding to 
the wearer's name, corps and brigade 
respectively, while the Russian soldiers 
wear a numbered badge shaped like an 
‘ikon”—sacred picture image—which 
is formally blessed by the priests. 

The United States government uses 
a simple cloth tab woven into the 
shoulder strap of the tunic, Italy uses 
a small zinc plate affixed to the trou- 
sers at the waist, on which are em- 
bossed the soldier's name, place of ort- 
gin, number and date of enlistment, 
while the Portuguese cavalry soldier 
has a number stamped on his spurs, 
the infantry having a similar number 
stamped on their leggings. 

The French, who formerly used little 

aluminium nameplates, which in war 
with savages seemed an irresistible at- 
traction to the enemy, now use little 
cards like the English, but Austria still 
has an ornate identification badge of 
gun metal, shaped like a locket, with 
inside all particulars inscribed on little 
parchment leaves, 
* Turkey alone among the nations is- 
sues to her soldiers no formal identifi- 
cation badge, Said Edhem Pasha 
when remonstrated with regarding the 
omission: “A dead man is of no use to 
the” sultan, Why, therefore, trouble 
about him?"

HOW TO USE BANANAS 


ProR banana sponge peel six ripe ba- 


Banas and mash the pulp. Add 
four ounces of sugar, the juice of a 
lemon and an ounce of gelatin dis- 
solved in three cupfuls of water and 


stir the mixture over the fire for a few 
minutes, Let it and when it is 
nearly set add the whites of two eggs 
beaten stiff. Pour in a mold. Serve 
with cream whipped or unwhipped. 
Bananas make a good substitute for 
vegetables, They should, however, be 
served in place of potatoes or some 
other starchy vegetable and should be 
accompanied or followed by a green 
vegetable or salad. One way to cook 
them when they are to take the place 
of a’ Vegetable is to bake them. In 
some of the banana growing countries 


they are baked in the ashes in their 
own skins until they burst opex A 
better way in this country is to re- 


move one section of the peel, free the 
pulp from the rest of the skin and re- 
turn it whole, cover it with the section 
peeled off and bake In the oven until 
the skin is charred and the pulp soft 
all the way through, The pulp should 
then be carefully removed from the 
skin to the hot dish and served with 
butter and salt and pepper or with an 
unsweetened sauce — for instance, 
butter with a little lemon juice or a 
tablespoonful of sherry added just bee 
fore it is poured over the bananas.

There is at the present time study- 
jug at Cambridge one of the most won- 
derful mathematicians the world has 
ever seen—a young Hindoo, Mr. 3. 
Ramanujan by name—whose work, al- 
though he is only twenty-six years of 
age, says London ‘Tit-Bits, has excited 
the admiration of all mathematical ex- 
perts. Perhaps the most extraordin- 
ary thing about Ramanujan is that, 
as a mathematician, he is quite un- 
taught. 7 

Until a year ago he was a clerk in 
the employment of the Port Trust of 
Madras. 

But in spile of this, he has, to quote 
Mr. Trardy, Fetlow of“frinity, who has 
taken a great interest in Ramanujan, 
“dis 
ber of things which the leading main 
maticians of the last hundred years 
nad added to the knowled:2 of school 
men, although he was quite ignorant 
of their work and accomplishments, 
Indeed, his mathematical education is 
rather a mystery, and the tirst I knew 
of him was cbout tifteea months ago 
when he wrote to me explaining who 
he was, and sent a large number of re- 
markable mathemathical theorems 
which he ba: proved,”

genius produced by India ia the last 
three years.
